HEROIN — 
DIVANS 


Action Taken Against 
Principal Tenant 


One of the first cases under the 
Ordinance passed this year to sup- 
press heroin divans, by penallzing 
those who knowlngly Iet or sub-Iet 
premises for thnt purpose, was con- 
cluded before Mr. T, J. Houston at 
the Central Mngistracy yesterda a 
when a 39-yenr-old widow, Ho Wal- 
hing, was fined $500, or six months’ 
hard labour, for permitting her flat 
at Hing Loong Street to be used os 
a heroin divan on December 6, 


Mr, C. A. S, Russ appeared for 
the defendant, white Revenue Officer 
J. L. Stephens prosecuted. F 

The case was adjourned from 
Monday, ns-Ho had stated that she 
was not the principal tenant. Yes- 
terday, evidence was given by Hong 
Kim-yip, a fokl of the Fu Hang 
Banking Corporation, who said they 
collected the rent from Ho. The 
owner of the house was Yeung Shi, 
who resided in Macao, 

In giving his decision, Mr. Hous 
ton stated: : 

My remarks ore principally ad- 
dressed to principal tenants who live 
on the premises they sub-let. They 
crnnot conceivably plead Ignorance 
to what in going on benenth their 
noses. Unless they take effective 
action to suppress n divan on their 
premises, I intend to Impose the 
maximum penalty, viz. 12 months 
hard ‘Inbour, and $2,500 or another 
six months, on ench case, 

The netlons they must take to 
protect themselves ‘are cither: — - : 

Glve notice to quit to the keeper 
of the divan warning him immedi- 
ately to stop keeping the premises 
as n divan. Giving notlce Is no pro- 
tection unless the premises actually 
cease ‘ta be Ssept as a heroin divan. 

If the keeper refuses to leave or 
close his heroin divan, recourse must 
be had to the following—go imme- 
diately to a police station and in- 
form a -responsible European officer 
about the heroin divan. Further 
steps will be taken by the police to 
close the divan, but no action what- 
soever wilk be taken against the 
principal tenant. “ 

In all cases, I recomniend the 
second procedure, Full protection 
will be given and the name of the 
informant will not be disclosed to 
anyone, not even to this Court. 

I sigain wish to reiterate my 
warning that J shall impose the 
maximum penalty. I have: pointed 
out the meuns of self-protection for 
principal tenants. If they do not 
avail themselves of It they have 
only themselves to blame when they 
face a year’s hard labour,

‘Alleged to have thrown’ corrosive 
fluld on two young. women, Wony 
Lal-fong and Cheung Yuk-chan, at 
Alexundra Bullding on November 30, 
aman named Leung Kal, 38, appear- 
ed before Mr. T: J. Houston at the 
Magistracy yesterday, 
ating, Inspector A. L. 
Hopki uid the whole trouble op- 
parently arose over the pawning of 
a camera which Wong had borrowed, 
Leung hind pawned the camera, but 
had only paid Wong small sums 
amounting to $1, She therefore 
pressed him for the rest; which was 
about. $5, + 

On November. 30, Wong and 
Cheung went to Alexandra Bullding, 
where defendant was employed ag a 
coolic, They were informed he was 
out, but on Icaving they met a small 
boy, Tsol Hon-wah, who told them 
Leung was In the rear of the build- 
ink. ‘ 

Going to the Alth floor of the ser- 
vants' quarters, the women met 
Leung, and after a conversation left 
him and went to the fourth floor on 
their way out, ‘ 

While crossing the bridge con- 
necting the servonts’ quarters with 
the malin building on the lower 
floor, the women suddenly felt some 
Hquid falling on them. The small 
boy, sald Inspector Hopkins, would 
say that he saw Leung standing on 
the tfth floor bridge holding a tin, 
the contenta of which were flung 
over the side, The boy then heard 
cries, und on descending, to the lower 
floor, found the two women, who 
complained of pains on the head 
and back. 

The women’ were not seriously 
burned by the fluid, which proved to 
be a solution of caustic soda, This 
solution had been drawn on Septem- 
ber 23) for cleaning purposes, as 
Leung was employed as a cleaning. 
coolle, 

One point in Leung's favour, con- 
cluded Inspector Hopkins, was that 
when he wag first seen by the women 
he had a tin in his hand, 

Mr. V. C. Branson, Government 
Analyst, suid that the holes in a 
woollen jersey and stains on two 
dresses were caused by a solution of 
caustic soda, A cigarette tin. examine 
ed by him had at one time contained 
a strony solution of caustic soda. 

Witness had visited Alexandra 
Building, and found traces of caustic 
soda dross on the railings of the 
bridge. 

The bearing was adjourned,

French Warship Rushos 
_To Rescue 


Parls, Dec, 20. 
The French Government, having 
‘been warned by. Washington, has 
ordered the Navy Department to 
rush the closest warship to the relief 
of 48 French colonists, including five 
women and two children, stranded 
without coal on ‘the faland of St. 
Paul, a speck in the Indlan Ocean 
midway between Capetown and 
Melbourne, enlled Cursed Island by 
scumen because all previous attempts 
to colonise It have ended in. scurvy 

and the death of all the colonists. 


With a crew of 36 and the colonists 
--five men, five women and twa 
children, a boy of cight and a baby 
Kirl three months old—the converted 
trawler Rene Morcux lett St. Mato 
on May 26, The leader, John | de 
Boers, who had lived on the island 
for months in 1922,. obtained a 
concession Crom the French Govern- 
ment to pack lobsters which infest 
tho Island, using a factory bullt by 
the previous culony abandoned — in 
Wet. On leaving St. Malo, the ex. 
nedition Icader declarcd his inten- 
tion of fishing, 25,000 lobsters daily, 
which hh intended to ship to Europe 
Cvozen, 


»The expedition expected to arrive 
in’ August and have the factory 
operating by Christmas, bul they 
encountered storms on the way. 


The Island is inhospitable, voleanic 
and there is no fuel or food except 
lobsters, which are so plentiful that 
it Is impossible to walk on the rocks. 
The expedition found in an aban» 
doned village several two-roomed 
stone huts which were so dadly 
damnged by storms as to necessitate 
a month's work. Meanwhile the 
colonists and crew returned to the 
trawler to await the arrival ef coal. 


The colonists include five married 
men with their wives, John de Bocrs, 
Dr, Mace, 0 Turkish engineer, Mour- 
radian Garabed, of Constantinople, 
a mechanic, Cadiou, of St. Malo, and 
a radio operator. 

The United States Government 
was informed of the SOS message by 
a Washington radio amateur and 
notified the cruiser Omaha which is 
at present at Villefranche, which in 
turn passed on the information to 
the French = Government.—United 
Press,

measures Inillated by the Hon, Direc~ 
tor of Medical’ Services and the 
Health -authoritices, was fortunately 
not quite so serious as the 1937 out~ 
break, Owing to the continual in- 
flux of refugees from ‘sar-stricken 
China the shortage of housing accom- 
modation has become more acute 
than ever before. On every side we 
see overcrowding and destitution, 


‘Living Underground 


People have even talcen to living 
on the flat roofs of tenement houses 
and in underground nullahs, Fol- 
lowing upon the invasion of South 
China jn October, a shortage of food- 
stuffs was experienced, though’ not 
to the extent anticipated, With 
thelr usual resitlence the importers 
quickly adapted themselves to the 
new conditions, so that supplics and 
prices of foodstuffs are now ulmost 
normal sogain, but there is stili a 
shortage of firewood. All these 


events have increased the difficulties |- 


of the Health authorities and the 
Sanitary Department, and I wish to 
express the Council's appreciation of 
the way the staff has responded to 
the extra worls, 

During the year this Councll passed 
new by-laws relating to reconstituted 
milk and to the pasteurization of 
milk. The coming into force of the 
compulsory pasteurlzation of milk on 
January 1, 1030, is awaited with m- 
terest, 

A new market was opencd at 
Wongncichung on November 1, and 
we have to thane the Hon, Director 
of Public Works ‘or the continual 
improvement Jn the designing of the 
markets which he builds for us. 

_ Work. on the new Central Market 
is proceeding according to schedule, 
and I understand thot the new build- 
ing will be ready on April 1. I visited 
the structure’ a few dayg ago, and I 
can ussure you that the new maricet 
will be a very fine one indecd,

Wang, former Ambassador of China 
and, Mor to that, 
Governor of the South Chinn Rotary 
District; and also Dr, J. M. Henry, 
present Governor of tho District and 
Chairman of the Canton Refugee 
Council, = 


Dr. Wang said he was glad to be 
again among the Rotarlans he Iknew 
over three years ago: Of the service 
to others which Rotarinns rendered, 
he was sure lip service only was not 
one to which the local Club sub- 
scribed. 


Dr. Henry sald he would have 
pleasure in informing Rotary Hend- 
quarters of the propress made-by the 
loca) Club, whieh was, in his opinion, 
one of the best in the District. 

The Hon Sir Robert Kotewall; 
Rotarians ‘TL. C. Yu, Tientsin; E. L. 
Pin, Tsinan; G. G. Helde, Changsha; 
I. Kudoorle, Shanghal; H. M. van 
der Schalk and A. Hoffineister, Can- 
ton; F. ‘Turley, Canada; B, W. Robin- 
son, Los Angeles; G. A. Fitch, Nan- 
king; were visitors at the mecting, 
which Included a large number Indies. 

Mrs. Crozier sald, in part: 

In the past week I have spent ao lot 
of time at the Society's centres and 
what I have seen has made me realise 
that more than ever are we Jn need 
of your support—the Society's pro- 
blems ore multipted, Its burdens in- 
creased by the influx of refugees. 
We have more hungry mouths = to 
feed—in normal times we do not, ns 
f% matter of polley, give anything: 
other than purely temporary relief 
for children whose parents are not 
Hongkong born—but, as you know, 
these people cannot, as yet, be sent 
back. Government ond the Emer- 
rency Refugee Relief Committce are 
doing their best to make provision 
for these people; but organising 
homeless wanderers tales time and 
meanwhile thelr babies must be fed. 

The Society docs, in extreme cases, 
pay up arrears in rent for mothers 
with Httle children—soaring — rents 
huve increased the Society's linbili- 
ties. The rise In the cost of living 
—the price of food and wood—is mal- 
Ing many who would otherwise be 
able to manage come to the Socicty 
for fodd for their children. 

It was to assist the children of 
ignorance and want that the Socicty 
was started nine years ao; dedicated 
to the threefold proposition:— That 
no child of whom we have knowledge 
shalt Incl food; that we shall provide 
or procure medical care for any such 
child as needs it; that, as far as our 
means allows, we shall rescue such 
destitute children from dangerous en- 
vironment. The Socicty has four 
centres, two on the Island and two 
in Kowloon, managed by ‘salaried 
Inspectors, to whom we owe more 
than I can tell you, with advice front 
honorary branch secretaries. Ga 
into any of these centres and you will 
see lines of mothers receiving good 
rich soup, cheap in cost, so that pre- 
gnant and nursing? mothers will be 
nble to build-up healthy babies. 
You will sce rows of them feeding 
small bables with milk, prange- 
Juice, codliver oil, and the same soup 
that the mothers receive, The babies 


5 will be weighed and progress noted 


in the files, medical’ treatment will 
be secured for this baby with “sore 
eyes,” or that with tubercular glands, 
or skin disease, Educating — tha 
mothers is part of the Society's pro- 
gramme of service, This lost year 
§3,383 visits were paid to the 
Soclety's centres. 

Then there is the Lien Yuet Sien 
Creche. At Clarence Terrace we

have n house, lent to us and equipped 
by the generosity of Mr. Li Po-chun, 
where for the past 18 months we 
have had a creche—the frst of Its 
kind In the Colony. Results have 
proved this new departure to be a 
most successful experiment. Work- 
ing mothers come at carly morning 
and lenve their babica, ranging from 
new born to two years in age. Tho 
mothers ore thus left free to carn 
n dally. wage and the babies, cared 
for by tralned nurses, gain by their 
stay fn clean surroundings and pro- 
per feeding. 


We have no.institutions of our 
own and ore grateful, as the Colony 
should be grateful. for the homes, 
orphanages and Industrial schooln to 
which we can safcly entrust cascs 
ngninst a small payment which may 
cover the base cost of Hving and 
semetimes, I suspect, leas than, that. 


Attending Courts 


To-day the Juvenile Courts are 
atiended by the representatives .of 
the Sozicty, members of the Women's 
Auxillary, who get into touch with 
cuses and bring them.to the notice 
of the Society's officers. Our Socicty 
aims nt preserving the health of 
children and rescuing them from the 
dangerous environment which fs all 
that thelr destitution has to offer 
them. 


Last year the Society spent $1,558 
seyond its income, and this year the 
{Income again fell short of expendi- 
ture; but we are out for even moro. 
centres. Our mothers cannot afford 
buses and trams, Nor can they 
wtford the Joss of a day's wage— 
small ag it may be—If the nearest 
centre Is too far away. A centre 
costs a ttle more than $5,000 a year, 
und we have not got the money for 
ary more. But we are going out to 
get it. Expansion in the Immediate 


future does not mean launching out }- 


into anything new. It means enlarg- 
Ing the scale of our present opera- 
tons. 


Does not the fact that, as a com- 
munity, we have not shouldered the 
burden of.these; our own, hapless 
litle children as have other com- 
munitios, give them a claim on our 
voluntary services as individuals? 
Our immunity from rates and taxes 
for social services, in their regard 
is at the cost of the children’s suf- 
fering. 


Some years ago, outside a hospital 
in southern Europe, intended, I be- 
Neve, for foreign seamen, there was 
aw notice “We Harbour All Disease 
and Respect No Religions.” The 
Society for the Protection of Children 
is a Wittle like that, for no mother 
has ever been refused who has ap- 
pealed to it on behalf of an alling or 
under-nourished child, and we are 
not: concerned as to her religiotts or 
politleal attachments, 


The sum of $30,000 kept our cen- 
tres going this year. We are asking 
for $40,000 for 1939. It is not much 
in terins.of sterling or gold dollars, 
but in terms of healthy mothers and 
happy children its value fs incaleul- 
nble—with that amount we shall be 
ible to curry on and open two new 
centres. (Applause). 


The Hon, Mr. M. K. Lo, In thank- 
ing the speaker, sald he was sure ot 
this season of good cheer and good- 
will, that Rotarians would not be 
content with merely praising the 
speaker's sentiments, but would sub- 
scribe financially to the cause, which 
well exemplified the Rotary spirlt.

Action Taken Against 
- Principal Tenant 


Onc of the first cases ‘under the 
Ordinance passed this year to sup- 
press heroin divans, by penalizing 
those who knowingly Ict or sub-lct 
premises for that purpose, was con- 
cluded before Mr. T. J. Houston ot 
the Central Magistracy yesterday, 
when o 3B8-yeur-old widew, Ho Wal- 
hing, was fined $500, or slx months’ 
hard labour, for permitting her ftat 
at Hlng Loong Street to be used an 
tu heroin divan on December 6, 


Mr.'C. A. S. Russ oppeured for 
the defendant, while Revenue Officer 
J. L. Stephens prosecuted. 

The case was. adjourned from 
Mondny, ‘as Ho had stated that she 
was' not the principal tenant. Yes- 
terday, evidence was given by Hong 
Kim-ylp, a fokt of the Fue Hang 
Banking Corporation, wha said they 
from Ho. The 
owner of the house was Yeung Shi, 
who resided In Macao, 

In giving hin’ decision, Mr. Ious- 
ton stated: 

My remarks are principally ad- 
dressed to principal tenants who live 
on the premises they sub-Iet. They 
cannot concelvably plead Ignorance 
to what fa going on beneath the 
noses, Unless they take effective 
uellon to suppress au divan on thelr 
premises, I Intend to impose — the 
miximum penalty, viz. 12> months 
hard labour, and $2,500 or nnotger 
six months, on cach case. vo

‘The lender, John de 
Boers, Who had lived on the island 
for six months in| 1922, obtained a 
conce n from the French Govern- 
ment to pack Jobsters which infest 
the Island, using a factory built by 
the previous colony abandoned in 
1931. On leaving St. Malo, the ex- 
pedition leader declared his inten- 
lion of fishing 25,000 lobsters daily, 
which he intended to ship to Europe 
frozen, 

The expedition expected to arrive 
in’ August aad have the factory 
operating by Christmas, but they 
encountered storms on the way,

Passing Of 
Year 
Not Regretted By 
Council Chairman 


“I do not think: any of us will re- 
gret the passing of 1038," said Mr. 
R, R. Todd, Chairman of the Urban 
CouncH, yesterday, at the last mect~ 


‘Ing for the year, 


Only routine business was con- 
ducted, and the Chairman concluded 
with n summary, He sald: 


As this Is the last meeting during 
1938, I wish to thank oll members 
for thelr co-operation. On behalf of 
the Council I thank the Secretary, 
Mr, Watson, and the Assistant Sccre- 
tary, Mr. Im, for their good work. 
Mr. Watson has just been transferred 
to the Colonial Scerctariat, bul we 
welcome back an old colleague in Mr. 
Hoe. ; . 

I do not think any of us will re- 
fret the passing of 1938. The Colony 
has passed through a very trying 
year. What was, I belleve, the worst 
Small-pox epidemic in Jiving memory 
wag followed by unother Cholcra 
epidemfe which, thanks largely to the 
measures Initiated by the Hon, Direc- 
tor of Medical Services -and the 
Health authorities, was fortunately 
not quite so serious as the 1937 out- 
break. Owing to the continual in- 
flux of refugees from war-stricken 
China the shortage of housing accom- 
modation has become more acute 
than ever before. On every side we 
see overcrowding and. destitution, 


Living Underground 


People have even taken to living 
on the flat roofs of tenement houses 
and in underground nullahs. Fol- 
lowing -upon the invasion of South 
China in October, a shortage of food- 
stuffs was experienced, though not 
to the extent anticipated. With 
their usual resillence the importers 
quickly adapted themselves to the 
new conditions, so that supplics and 
prices of foodstuffs are now almost 
normal again, but there js still a 
shortage of firewood. All these 
events have increased ‘the difficulties 
of the Health authorities and the 
Sanitary Department, and I wish to 
express the Council's appreciation of 
the y the staff! has responded to 
the extra worls, 

During the year this Council passed 
new by-laws relating: to reconstituted 
milk and to the pastcurization of 
milk. The coming into force of the 
compulsory pasteurization of mill on 
January 1, 1930, is awaited with ine 
terest, 

A new market was opened at 
Wongnelchung on November 1, and 
we have to thank the Hon. Director 
of Public Works for the continual 
improvement in the designing of the 
markets which he builds for us. 

Work on the new Central Market 
is proceeding uccording to schedule, 
and I understand that the new build- 
ing will be ready on April 1. 1 visited 
the strugture a few days ago, and I 
can assure you that the new market 
will be a very fine one indeed: 

I wish you all, and, on behalf of 
Dr. Selwyn-Clarke a Happy Christ- 
mas and a New Year as prosperous 
as it can be in the present clrcum~ 
stances,

Between Tunisia. 


And Libya. 


Paris, Dee. 20, 

Revelations concerning: the French 
Maninot Line between Tunisia and 
Libya were made by the “Intran- 
sigeant’ this evening in a special 
revert from Tunis, 

The publication of these facts ob- 
viously bears a direct connection 
with the forthcoming visit of the 
French Premicr und War Minister, 
M. Daladier, to Corsien and Tunis. 

According to the report a vast 
stretch of desert and mountains be~ 
tween the French and the Italian 
porsessions has been — criss-crossed 
With a system of trenches which are 
adapted to the desert character of 
the Jand, ‘ 

Fortifications ‘and = —s machine-stun 
bases have also been constructed at 
regular intervals. 

In the opinion of the writer, this 
defence system. is extremely cffec- 
tlve and invaders would — require 
muny battalions to break through the 
lines. Added hindrance fs the desert 
character of the land which would 
render the manoeuvring of large 
bodies of men extremely difficult. 

That the French military authori- 
ties have malntained great scerecy 
in the construction of this defence 
system js evident from the fact that 
the work was carried out to a large 
“xtent only in the night and the 
workers were transported blindfolded 
to their place of Jabour.: At dawn 
they were again blindfolded and 
transnorted into the. city while the 
sand blown by the wind soon ob- 
iterated the lorry tracks. 

In addition to the construction of 
the fortifications. the French military 


authorities, according to the writer, |. 


have also reorganised the forces in 
Tunis, camel-riding detachments and 
motorised trocps. a - 

A military expert, General Bara-

CHUNGKING, 
Dec. 20. 
QUARTERS CLOSE 
to Chinese’ military

PEIPING, Dec. 20.

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British Interests In 


China Worth Salvaging 


; ; LONDON, Dec. 21. 
PuBlic ATTENTION has been so closely concentrated during 
the last year on the.events in Europe that it is doubtful 
whether the effect on British interests In China of the Japanese 
attack against China has been sufficiently realised, declares 
Mr. J. W. Nicholson, Chairman of the China section of the 
London Chamber of Commerce in a letter to the “Times” to-day. 
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After stating that nearly half the 
foods leaving and entering China 
are corricd by British ships, as well 
ns 45 per cent. of the China constal 
nnd river trade, and that £300,000,- 
000 of Britlsh capital Is invested in 
Chinn, Mr. Nicholson adds that 
British Interests in China are worthy 
of a great deal more public attention 
than they have yet received.
